WASHINGTON—The Army will begin in January to give proficiency pay raises to as 
many as 2500 men a month in a program which is likely to stretch over the next four 
years. The Defense Department ‘this week ordered all services to start to put proficiency 


pay increases into effect. It gave 
them until November 1 to come 
up with their programs for do- 
ing it, and said it would approve 
these programs within three days. 

Then the services have 60 days 
to get the pro pay raises rolling. 

Defense, however, did not give 
the services any additional money 
with which to carry out this pro- 
gram. It said they would have to 
absorb the costs of the program 
for the first six months of its oper- 
ation. 

After July 1, 1958, the services 
will be able to ask Congress for 
money to pay for proficiency pay. 
How extensive the program will 
be will depend on how generous 
Congress is.

WASHINGTON. — Short-term- 
ers ordered overseas who have less 
service left than is needed to give 
their dependents government ex- 
pense paid travel, have been of- 
fered four alternatives which 
would permit them to take their 


dependents along, with Uncle Sam 
paying the freight. 

DA message 575587 outlines four 
eourses of action open to them. 
An individual may qualify for de- 
pendent travel at government ex- 
> by electing one of the fol- 

wing courses: 

(1) Take a short discharge and 
reenlist; (2) Extend his term of 
service by three, six, nine, or 
eleven months, as required; (3) 
Extend term of service 11 months 
and sign a statement of intent to 
reenlist or extend; (4) Sign state- 
ment of intent to reenlist at ex- 
piration of current term of service. 

The fourth option is limited to 
persons on six-year enlistment or 
whose term of service and pre- 
vious extensions preclude a fur- 
ther extension of service. 

It is believed that this program 
will create greater assignment 
stability by resulting in fewer in- 
eomplete tours of foreign service.

Army to Ask 
Lost WO Pay 


WASHIN GTO N—tThe 
Army will ask Congress to 
amend the readjustment pay 
bill to permit crediting time 
served in the Army “without 
component” (AUS) to be used 
in figuring entitlement. 

Decision to this effect was 
reached this week after the prob- 
lem was presented to Army assist- 
ant secretary for manpower Hugh 
Milton. 

The inequity was first brought 
to light by Army Times three 
weeks ago. 

The Reserve Officers Association 
also urged the Defense Department 
this week to take steps to remove 
the flaw. 

Brig. Gen. deLesseps Morrison, 
ROA’s national president, praised 
Army Times for calling attention, 
to the fault in the law, in an edi- 
torial featured in the October 5 
issue. 

“It is a real service to the na- 
tion’s Reservists,” Gen. Morrison 
said. “We are grateful to the 
Times for its editorial support in 
this matter.” 

Gen. Morrison said ROA repre- 
sentatives already have talked to 
Army Department authorities about 
this matter. 

“Apparently an amendment to 
the law will be required, and it 
should be made retroactive,” he 
said. 

The Army request will ask that 
the proposed amendment to the 
Armed Forces Reserve Act be 
made retroactive. This will mean 
that the 560 warrant officers who 
are being RIF’ed without readjust- 
ment pay would be eligible for the 
payments, but not until some time 
after January. 

DCSPer, Mr. Milton, the Defense

WASHINGTON—More than 150,000 courses of study were completed during fiscal 
year 1957 under the Army’s expanding program of education for active duty personnel. 
These figures were released in a comprehensive study prepared by the Adjutant 


General’s office for the Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Personnel, They 
represent a consolidation of figures 
reported by major commanders 
from duty stations all over the 
world. 

There has been feeling here for 
some time that completion statis- 
tics would be more meaningful to 
policy planners than simple regis- 
tration figures, which do not re- 
flect subsequent drop-outs. 

It is believed that the growing 
number of men doing voluntary 
on and off duty study will con- 
tribute to the achievement of goals 
set down in AR 621-5, regarding 
the development of personnel 
quality and greater prestige for 
career men.

’ THE ARMY has encouraged the

9510 doses of vaccine for its 
Asian influenza inoculation pro- 
gram.

initial supply have been given to 
all medical personnel throughout 
the post. The shipment includes 
doses for civilian employees at the 
hospital on a voluntary basis. 

Hospital officials said a second 
shipment of the vaccine arrived 
at Benning for troop personnel 
Oct. 5. Serum will be issued from 
the hospital to all troop units for 
the first injection from this supply. 
Each unit will establish its own in- 
dividual schedule for administra- 
tion of the vaccine, officials said. 

* * * 

AS SOON AS all troop person- 
nel have received the first injec- 
tion, doses will be available on a 
voluntary basis for dependents. 
Authorities emphasized that de- 





pendents will be notified of sched- 
ules for their inoculations as soon 
as arrangements are completed. 
Dependents are requested not to 
telephone the hospital for informa- 
tion. 

The percentage of military per- 
sonnel affected by respiratory, 
influenze-like illnesses at Fort 
Benning is one and one half per- 
cent since early September. Au- 
thorities at the hospital pointed 
out that 95 percent of the cases 
treated are not hospitalized. In 
some instances quarters have been 
established in the units and per- 
sonnel have been returned to 
these quarters for a 72-hour off 
duty status.

Fifth Army’s Courtesy Reports 
Cut Automobile Accident Toll 


FORT RILEY, Kans. — Cour- 
tesy reports on members of Fifth 
Army’s troops who are arrested 
by civil authorities will be con- 
tinued and given vigorous empha- 
sis, Army safety officials have an- 
nounced. 

Officials of Fifth Army Head- 
quarters indicated that the pro- 
gram has been a highly important 
factor in the reduction of motor 
vehicle accidents involving mili- 
tary personnel. 

Fort Riley authorities echoed 
the statement of the Army Head- 
quarters. 

Arrest reports from local of- 
ficials are forwarded to the Pro- 
vost Marshal’s office and from that 
office the information is sent to 
the individual’s unit commander. 
Such reports are a basis for the 
unit commander to order the indi- 
vidual to take remedial driver 
training in an effort to prevent 
recurrence of faulty driving habits. 
In cases where the driver’s license 
is revoked and Fort Riley officials 
are notified, the unit commander 
takes steps to insure that the in- 
dividual does not drive until the 
license is reinstated. 

The results of this coordinated 
and cooperative effort by the milli- 
tary and civilian authorities have 
been most encouraging and strong- 
ly indicate the need for its con- 
tinuation, on an accelerated basis, 
Fort Riley officials said. 

The number of traffic fatalities 
and disabling injuries resulting 
from the operation of privately 
owned motor vehicles has been re- 
duced each year, a review of cour- 
tesy report statistics shows. In 
1952, there were 132 fatal and 712 
disabling injuries. In 1956 the 
figure dropped to 83 fatal and 565 
disabling injuries. 

The direct cost of disabling in- 
juries and fatalities alone over the 
past five years totals more than

A RADIO RELAY, terminal, in- 
cluding telephone and telegraph 
equipment, was installed in a heli- 
copter providing a ground radio 
communications center which was 
able to be moved on a moment’s 
notice and eperated right away 
after landing. 

The same kind of equipment was 
packaged in a special she!ter which 
was then air transported by heli- 
copter as a sling load. This method 
enables the helicopter to be used 
ior other vital Army missions after 
placing the hut on the ground. 

During the course of this project 
a “safety hook” was designed and 
tested by the Signal Communica- 
tions Department, preventing any 
dangers to soldiers who before had 
to work under the hovering copter.

FORT McPHERSON, Ga. — A, 


total of 2658 cases of respiratory 
influenza-like illnesses have been 
reported to this headquarters from 
Third Army installations, accord- 
ing to Col. J. H. Gordon, Third 
Army preventive medicine officer. 

The posts reporting cases suffi- 
ciently serious to be hospitalized 
are: Fort Jackson, 1170; Fort 
Gordon, 1100; and Fort Benning, 
388. 

Percentages of the _ military 
population on the affected posts 
are: Jackson—4%; Gordon—3% 
Benning—1%2%. Col. Gordon 
pointed out that some cities have 
had an attack rate up to 20%.

Center Adopted

VICENZA, Italy — Members of 
SETAF’s 4th FA Observation Btry., 
stationed at Caserma Ederle here, 
have adopted the San Tarcisio 
Colony in Lusiana.

Charles E. Wilson got out of town on just 
about the last day he could have done so 
smiling. He was barely away before the Rus- 
sian moon rose to shed an accusing ray on 
Mr. Wilson’s five-year plan at the Pentagon. 

For several years now, we have seen dis- 
turbing signs: that the Russians were filling 
the seas with submarines; that they had 
come abreast of us-in making jet bombers; 
that they were pulling even in atomic arms 
and were actually ahead in long-range 
missiles. 

These things Mr. Wilson laughed off. For 
economic—not military—reasons, he reduced 
Army funds and manpower, laid up hundreds 
of ships, canceled more and more aircraft 
contracts. And he said it was the United 
States that was making great progress in 
new weapons while the Russians were 
struggling along with “nothing new.” The 
Russian announcement of an intercontinental 
missile was greeted with doubt. 

But that new moon can’t be faced down 
so easily. It casts a shadow of Russian power 
ucross a world vacillating between a choice 
of Jeadership, East or West. It makes the 
Red claim to an intercontinental missile all 
too credible. It says they possess a 
prodigious engineering and scientific poten- 
tial. It says we have lost the lead in almost 
everything but TV sets and nylon stockings. 

The sign in the sky is there to say that 
America, so short a time ago foremost in 
ihe world’s eves, must now take a seat a bit 
to the rear. The prestige we lost last week 
cannot easily be regained. And any foreign- 
er (any American, too, not blinded by com- 
placency) will wonder if we can regain the 
lead in the ability to build weapons. 

This missile race in which we have been 
so shockingly outdistanced was run on our 
own home ground, in the areas of engineer- 
ing and technology. It is curious, too, that 
the rout occurred during the tenure of a 
businessman who must have leaned heavily 
on technicians and engineers in his business 
life. 

But, from all appearances, Mr. Wilson 
never quite believed in or fully understood 





science. He went along with the scientists. 


and their projects to some extent, but he 
never had a full conception of the vital need 
for their work. 

It is true that Mr. Wilson had a great 
deal of help in frittering away our arma- 
ments lead. There were the edicts imposed 
upon him from on high by the budget bal- 
ancers of the Administration; there were 
strong conflicts of opinion from military 
leaders. Before Mr. Wilson’s time, too, there 
had been a failure of vision, when we scarce- 
ly advanced beyond the rocket achievements 
of the Germans in the second World War. 
(Between 1945 and 1950, we did little more 
than keep that art alive.) But, lately, most 
of the delays grew out of money-grubbing 
and high-level apathy among “practical” 
men in power. 

Still, we may yet recoup if we can re- 
verse with all speed the habits of five years 
or more. They are (1) the “practical” man’s 
overweening fear of seeming to be visionary; 
(2) making misleading statements about our 
own safety and strength. 

For it takes a visionary nowadays even 
io keep within seeing distance of. the parade; 
and if the American people are kept abreast 
of the facts in the arms-technology game, 
there won’t be any budget trouble. 

This country had a dazzling rise to pri- 
macy among nations in a few generations. 
Ji held that position rather easily for about 
a generation, too—say from 1917 to 1957. 
Jt will not relish this sudden drop into second 
place. 
































Pay EM Cash at 20

For several years, the Army has been 
plagued with the problem of too many 
chiefs and not enough indians. Numerous 
proposals have been made to reduce the 
top-heavy grade strength, but have met 
with little success. 

By the same token, the serviceman has 
been plagued with the problem of “how 
to retire at 20 or more years service with- 
out having to put his nose to the grind- 
stone for the rest of his life” with some 
common laborer’s job, in order to supple- 
ment a retirement income of $152.10 per 
month. 

Top-heavy grade streugth in the Army 
has for several years resulted in a low 
morale factor for al, but more especially 
those in the next-to-senior grades who are 
being frozen in grade because of the over- 
loaded grade structure. Many skilled 
technicians have heen driven from the 
ranks who would otherwise have made a 
career of the Army, simply because of “no 
promotions.” 

Others with nine-plus efficiency ratings 
have had their efficiency lowered to point- 
nine-minus because Jack of promotions has 
resulted in lowerea incentive. 

The lads wearing master chevrons fre- 
fuse to retire until they get 30 or more 
years service, simply because they cannot 
live and support a family on $152.10 per 
month retirement pay. And that’s reason 
enough. 

Many of the Reserve officers reverting 
to enlisted status must go for 30 or more 
for the same reascn. Other officers and 
warrant officers are similarly affected, 
but perhaps to a lesser extent, depending 
on their specific pay grade.

WITH THESE PROBLEMS in mind, I 
have searched for a solution which would 
not only help balance the out-of-proportion 
grade strength, but also assist the service- 
man in being able to retire at 20 years serv- 
ice without facing the “common labor” 
treatment. If the retirement feature could 


be satisfactorily accomplished, proper 
balance of strength among the grades 
would follow. 

Therefore, let’s present a plan for induc- 
ing volunteer retirement at 20 years serv- 
ice, which would not entail extra cost to 
the government and which would be profit- 
able for the average serviceman to accept. 

For purpose of illustration, let’s use the 
hypothetical case of MSgt. John Q. Botts,

many letters in recent issues of 
Army Times from resentful Army 
wives whese husbands have been 
included in the big cut.

I think it is time that all of us 
in this position take stock. of our- 
selves. This is just not the time 
to allow our pride te interfere 
with good judgment. Instead of 
resorting to complaint, we should 
swallow our bitter pill and confine 
our efforts to helping our husbands 
through their adjustment. 

After 15 years as an officer, my 
husband should have no reason for 
regret, or no cause to feel ashamed 
that he is among those whose serv- 
jees are no longer needed. I am 
glad that he is looking and plan- 
ning ahead. I am proud that he 
is not wasting his time and ener- 
gies by looking for excuses and 
“erying the blues.” 

As for me, I have never been 
any other kind ef wife except that 
of an Army officer, but I can learn 
to be. I don’t want to -take this 
new step in our life with a chip 
on my shoulder. After all, this is 
not a disaster—it’s only a change. 

Since we cannot alter things, 
why not get behind our husbands? 
We can help by giving them the 
praise and encouragement they 
need now. Let them know that 
as captain, sergeant or just plain 
mister, they are still the same men 
we love and married.

TO REPORTERS familiar with 
the Army’s efforts, and especially 
with the 101st and 82d Airborne’s 
Divisions, it came as no surprise 
that the 327th reacted so: fast.

20 years service, base pay $304, eligible 
fer retirement income of $152.10 per 
month, age 40, married, with children. 
Assuming his life expectancy is 70 years, 
that means that Sgt. Botts has approxi- 
mately 30 years to live after retirement. It 
also means that within this 30-year period, 


the government will have paid out ap- . 


proximately $54,756 in monthly retirement 
checks to the individual. 

Now we know that Sgt. Botts can’t really 
retire on $152.10 per month and support a 
family. But if he had $5,000 in cash that 
be could invest in some small! business, he 
could use the retirement pension as a 
supplement to monthly proceeds from his 
business, thus maintaining personal dignity 
and respectability. 

” - - 
WHERE DOES ithe $5,000 come from? 
Suppose At the time of retirement, Sgt. 


Botts could receive a cash drawing allow- 
ance of 9% of the monthly retirement pay 
that he could expect to receive over the 
30-year period. That would mean 9% of 
$54,756, or $4,928.04. This amount of ready 
cash could get him started in some small 
business. 

But what about paying it back? 

If his anticipated draw for the 30-year 
period was reduced by the cash allowance 
he received at the time of retirement, and 
pro-rated over the entire period of 30 
years, it would only reduce his monthly re- 
tirement check approximately $14 or $15 
a month, 

To make this program favorable to the 
government for the extra bookkeeping in- 
volved, the serviceman should be willing 
to kick back 1% of his total anticipated 
draw for the 30-year period, or a total sum 


_ Of $547.50. 


The whole solution boils down to the 
fact that the serviceman is being allowed 


to borrow (or draw) a certain cash per- 


centage (9% recommended) against his re- , 


tirement ineome; that he will pay 1% 
(recommended) interest in return, and 
that the amount borrowed, plus interest, 
would ‘be deducted on a pro-rated basis 
over the 30-year period from his monthly 
retirement check, reducing it aecordingly. 


THE FORMULA for figuring the 
amount of “cash at retirement” that a 
serviceman would be eligible to draw 
would be: 

1. Monthly retirement pay x 12 
(months) x number years between age at 
retirement and national life expectancy x 
9% equals cash allowance eligible to draw 
at retirement, 

2. Monthly retirement pay x 12 
(months) x number years between age at 
retirement and national life expectancy x 
1% equals interest to be paid on cash al- 
lowance. 


3. Monthly retirement pay MINUS 10% 
equals new monthly retirement rate after 
deduction for cash allowance and interest.

Unlike officers, however, they 
do not draw the money. They 
must first allot a part of their own 
pay to the support of the depen- 
dents. Then the government adds

socket was not fired, according to 
Levitt. This last stage would have 
increased the speed to 18,000 mph, 
enough to put a satellite in an orbit 
sround the earth. 

The last stage engine and fuel 
iank could have been used for this 
purpose, Levitt maintained, since 
the Jupiter reached a height of 650 
miles.

THE PROBLEM, voiced by many 
enlisted members and wives (in- 
cluding some Army Times read- 
ers), is that the Class Q allot- 
ments are an all-or-nothing ar- 
rangement. Whether a husband 
and wife are separated by many 
miles or living in the same house, 
the quarters money is mailed to 
the wife. 

The objection of some families 
is that this system sometimes de- 
lays the allotment checks during 
a move. Some NCOs say, the fact 
that officers get their quarters 
money directly implies the enlisted 
husbands aren’t trustworthy. 

One solution, apparently en- 
dorsed by a number of wives, 
would be to make the allotments 
“permissive” with the wives. In 
other words, if the wife feels she 
wants the security of the check or 
if she and her husband feel the 
Class Q system is more convenient, 
they could keep it in effeet. If the 
wife and husband agreed the 
money would more conveniently 
be paid “across the table,” she 
could waive the allotment.

it gets concurrence from the oth- 
er services and approval from the 
Defense Department and the Bu- 
reau of the Budget—will ask Con- 
gress to put back into the defini- 
tion of the term “Reserve officer” 
that appeared in the original re- 
adjustment pay bill and which was 








left out of the final version. 

This definition reads: 

“For the purpose of this sec- 
tion (of the Armed Forces Re- 
serve Act), the terms (1) “Reserve 
officer” shall include an officer or 
warrant officer of any Reserve com- 
ponent of the United States and 
any officer or warrant officer of 
the Army or Air Force without 
specification of component .. .” 

This appeared in H. R. 6725, 83d 
Congress, the first version of the 
readjustment pay bill. After ex- 
tensive hearings, a “clean bill” was 
written by the House Armed Serv- 
ices committee. This was H.R. 
9952, in which the definition was 
left out. 

Congressional sources and the 
legislative history of the bill give 
no reason for leaving this defini- 
tion out. One staff member says 
he believes it was an oversight. 

This “oversight” now threatens 
to cost 500 or more warrant offi- 
cers $2000 to $4000 each in read- 
justment pay. 

Army officials were optimistic 
that they would be able to get 
quick Administration and Congres- 
sional approval of the amendment 
proposed, after Congress returns. 





WASHINGTON—AIll officers and 
warrant officers to be forced out 
under Phase II of the Reduction 
in Force will be given more help 
in relocating after release : than 
the Army has provided heretofore. 

Officials said that with more 
time available, they would try to 
make easy the release and read- 
justment to non-military or enlist- 
ed life of those who are RIF’ed. 

Though the program isn’t finally 
approved, here are some of the 
things that are proposed: 

Publicity—The Army will try to 
make clear, through statements by 
the Secretary and in other ways, 
that those being RIF’ed are men 
whose performance has been above 
minimum, that the Army would 
like to keep them, that they are 
being let go only because of lack 
of funds and because the jobs in 
which they are skilled no ‘longer 
exist in the Army. 

Men to be released will be proc- 
essed out at specified transfer 
points where they will be given 
treatment commensurate with their 
rank. 





Intermediate commanders who 
have personal knowledge of indi- 
viduals being released are being 
encouraged to write letters of ap- 
preciation and recommendation. 
where warranted, which individ- 
uals can use as references in Jook- 
ing for jobs. 

Job Hunting— The Army will 
suggest to each major commander 
that he set up an employment and 
readjustment service similar to 
that put in operation by First 
Army.. It would work with Civil 
Service to try to find government 
and civilian jobs and inform re- 
leased individuals of these oppor- 
tunities. 

Reenlistment—TAGO, which will 
be putting the program into effect, 
will be told that men reenlisting 
from commissioned status are to 
be especially considered for Re- 
serve’ component, ROTC, and re- ‘ 
cruiting duty. In any case, they 
are not to be reassigned to the 
unit in which they served as offi- 
cers and, if possible, not to the 
post or installation at which they 
served, even if they want to do so

WHEREVER Army troops are 
stationed, there Granny has likely 
been. Early in her Army duty, 
she began picking up mementoes 
of the countries in which she 
served or in the ones she visited. 
So that her collection would add 
no burden to her luggage, she de- 
cided to let spoons be her memory 
minder. 

Her spoon collection now num- 
bers more than 900. They are 
no longer a part of her luggage, 
but are stored in a bank vault in 
her native Georgia. 

The spoons are of every possible 
material, wood, silver, gold, iron, 
semi-precious stones (jade, onyx, 
crystal, , agate), enamel, shell 
horn, brass, copper. 

She has a spoon representing 
all of the states except Mississippi, 
Arizona, Utah, Nevada and Dela- 
ware. Each President of the 
United States except the last two 
is part of her collection — on 
spoons, that is. She has just be- 
gun a set of apostle spoons. 

Her oldest spoon is about 1000 





years; the smallest is only half an 
j}inch long; the largest measures

While in Germany she acquired 
one of Hitler’s spoons and one 
that had belonged to Goering.

Army’s Oldest Wac... 
She’s Young in Heart 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex.—Genevieve Harris was 47 
years old back in 1943 when she joined the WAC. Today at 
63, SFC “Granny” Harris is not only the oldest Wac on duty 
in the Army, but is probably one of the most widely. known.

Both cheap metal, she reports. 
A 450-year-old spoon featuring the 
dancing buddha is probably the 
most valuable spoon in her Jarge 
collection. 

Among her talents include a 
new magic act; she swings Indian 
clubs in intricate patterns; and ar- 
ranges color slides of foreign 
scenes she has made in her travels 
for presentation as a ward show.

All of these talents Granny 
Harris developed to entertain “my 
boys.” And for 14 years, she has 
been using them in the big centers 
of U.S. Army concentrations at 
home and abroad and in the tiny, 
isolated pockets where only a few 
men are doing a military job. She 
goes where she is needed: to 
Posts, to Army hospitals, and close 
to the lines when the young men 
were fighting for their country.

Riley Museum 
Gets Memento 
Of Founder — 


FORT RILEY; Kans.—A_ cane 
that formerly belonged to Maj. E. 
A, Ogden, founder of Fort Riley, 
was recently presented to the-post 
museum by Ogden’s grandson, Lt. 
Col. Edmond Ogden Sawyer Jr., 
who came with his wife, from their 
home in Hollywood, Calif., to make 
the presentation. 

The cane was presented in mem- 
ory of the Sawyer’s son, Marine 
Sgt. Edmond Ogden Sawyer III 
who was killed in an accident in 
California during War II. 

According to Sawyer, his grand- 
father, Joseph Sawyer, who was a 
builder in the Philadelphia area, 
had smallpox at the age of 18 and 
survived. Being immune and a 
builder he was in much demand 
to work on projects In the western 
frontier. 

He met Maj. Ogden while work- 
ing in Philadelphia in 1843. In 
1848 the Secretary of War decreed 
that a road be built from Fort 
Leavenworth, Kans., to Santa Fe, 
N.M., so the artillery could travel 
overland to California. After this 


job was completed—1850 to °54 
the major and Sawyer came to 
Camp Center, now Fort Riley, and 
constructed the buildings in 1855. 

While working on the Fort Riley 
project Maj. Ogden was fatally 
stricken with cholera. The cane 
and command of the post went to 
Sawyer. The cane has been in the 
family since that time.

GOVERNORS ISLAND, N. Y.—The Army’s flight train- 
ing program for senior ROTC cadets has entered its second 
year with a 100 percent increase in student quotas for nine 
universities in the New England states, New York and New 





Jersey. 

The 1957-58 school year will see 
the addition of two schools to the 
original seven and an_ increase 
from 80 to 162 student openings 
for the eight-state First Army 
area, 

ROTC cadets who will graduate 
this year from the Universities of 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Connecticut, and the Universities 
of Norwich, Cornell, Syracuse, 
Rutgers and Northeastern will be 
able to apply for the inflight and 
ground instruction program. 

The Universities of Vermont and 
Connecticut are the two additions 
to last year’s list. Northeastern 
University has been assigned the 
largest quota with 48 spaces. 

Nationwide, there will be 48 
schools offering the courses in 
the six continental Army areas 
and Alaska. First Army has been 
assigned the largest quota.

LAST YEAR the program was 
initiated for the first time to give 
volunteer senior cadets free ground 
and flight instruction in addition 
to regular ROTC courses. The 
government-supported program is 
designed to motivate college stu- 
dents to seek careers in Army 
aviation. 








Students who elect to take the 
added 71 hours of instruction must 
agree to serve three years of ac- 
tive duty. This does not represent 
a commitment by the Army to call 
successful graduates to active duty. 
The ultimate needs of the Army 
will govern the number who ae- 
tually serve. 

Volunteers must be enrolled in 
the fourth year of Senior Division 
ROTC, be eligible for graduation 
during this school year, and pass 
physical examinations and flight 
aptitude tests. 

Publie Law 879 which author- 
ized the program, provides that 
medical and survivor benefits will 
be given cadets who may be in- 
jured while participating in flight 
instruction.

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Sub-par Home Families Face 
Wait for Reduced Rentals 


WASHINGTON—Service families living in substandard quarters may still have a long 


wait before they start saving money from their quarters allowance. 


Approximately 36,- 


000 service families in inadequate units now surrender their full allowance. When their 


units are declared substandard, un- 
der a law passed in August, they 
will be charged on a rental basis. 
Since the units are inadequate they 

are expected to rent cheaply and it 

could mean a saving of as much 
as $30-$40 dollars month for these 
people. 

But though the law was passed 
two months ago, it will still, be at 
least ahother month before De- 
fense gets its regulations in final 
shape, get them signed by the 
President and distributed to the 
three services. Then each service 
has to draw up its own instruc- 
tions and get them out to the field. 

Only then will the decisions be 

. made as to which units are to be 
declared substandard. And there’s 

a few snags that might come up 

to delay the process at that point, 

too. 
> - * 

DEFENSE has completed a draft 
of its instructions and is getting 
comments on them from the serv- 
ices. 

All this will take at least an- 
other 30 days, officials said this 
week, 

After the services get the word 
from Defense it will be only a mat- 
ter of days before they get their 
own regulations out to the field. 
But it could still be quite a while 
after that before the reduced 
charges start.

AT EACH COMMAND units 
will have to be surveyed to see 
which meet the criteria and can 
be designated substandard. This 
will be a slower process than orig- 
inally anticipated. 

It had been reported that the 
services knew just which units 
were substandard and were ready 
to declare them as such as soon 
as Defense gave the word. But 
this is no longer true. Officials 
say conditions have changed and 
the criteria set by the law is some- 
what different from that used when 
an original survey was made. 

It may end up that a good bit 
more — or a good bit less — than 
36,000 units will be declared in- 
adequate. 

This week officials could not 
even say who will make the final 
decision on units being declared 
substandard — whether it will be 
a local command decision or wheth- 
er it will be made at a higher level 
in Washington. 

a” - + 

ONE OF THE THINGS that has 
officials going slow is the question 
of what eventually happens to 
these units. Under the law, units 
declared substandard must be de- 
molished or improved by 1960. 

In places where housing is bad- 
ly needed Defense doesn’t want to 
be in a position of having to de- 
molish units if there is nothing to 
replace them. But if units are to 
be improved, there is a question 


of where the money is coming 
from. 
Defense will probably ask for 


money in next year’s budget to re- 
habilitate some substandard units. 
There was originally some fear 
that with an economy drive on De- 


fense would hold back on declar- 
ing units substandard because of 
the money problem.

BUT a spokesman insisted that 
no limit will be set on the number 
of substandard units; that all those 
which meet the criteria will be 
designated substandard and money 
to improve them will be asked for 
in future budget requests. 

Once units are designated sub- 








standard, loca) activity rent boards 
will determine what their rents 
should be. The rents will be de- 
cided on local going rates for 
similar units. It is likely that 
rents would not go into effect until 
the first of the month after the 
decision is made. 

For example, if a set of units is 
declared substandard Dec. 10, and 
the rent board decides by Dec. 15 





what the new rates should be, the 
rents will not go into effect until 
Jan. 1.

To Lengthen Tours 


WASHINGTON.—The Army has 
decided to encourage men to stay 
overseas, even to solicit them to do 
so, to the maximum extent permit- 
ed by current regulations, as a 
part of several steps taken or be’ 
planned to save money. : 

To get down to the spending limit 
imposed on it by Defense, the 
Army has decided to be even more 
“austere” in its permanent change 
of station orders, since this is an 
area where there may be some 
money to be saved. 

Since the Korean War, it has 
been Army policy to discourage 





Pay Raise 


WASHINGTON. — The climate 
for military pay raises next year 
has improved. The same goes for 
civilian classified employees . 

The sources this week pointed 
to two actions which indicate a 
more faborable picture: 

© The Budget Bureau, which 
opposed raises this year, on the 
basis they would be inflationary, 
now hints it will support some 
sort of raise next year. Budget 
Director Percival F. Brundage 
last week indicated that savings 
realized from current force cuts 
might help finance Cordiner-type 
raises. 

® The Defense Department -has 
just completed its replies to the 
“59 Cordiner questions” it was 
asked for last summer by the Sen- 
ate “pay raise” subcommittee. 

Defense’s answers, Army Times 
has learned, support the Cordiner 
pay proposals the Senate group 
is studying — studying on its own, 
it will be remembered, because 
the Administration previously re- 
fused to okay them. 


Chances Brighter 


The “questions” and their an- 
swers are expected to form - the 
basis for a sweeping Congression- 
al probe of military pay. With 
Defense and Administration back- 
ing, the raises would appear to 
have a better chance. 

Defense and service officials 
take the position that the recent 
manpower cut orders make Cor- 
diner-type legislation more neces- 
sary than before. 

A third assist to the pay situa- 
tion may develop from Defense 
approval this week of enlisting 
proficiency pay. 

As another story in this issue 
explains, “pro pay” may go into 
limited operation for some service- 
men Jan. 1. It would be laid on 
within the existing pay grade 
structure, hence would be discrim- 
inatory to some men, notably mas- 
ter sergeants who cannot collect 
a penny extra. 

When the full impact of this 
discrepancy is brought home, Con- 
gress may insist on rectifying it. 


The answers to the impor- 
tant 59 questions were under in- 
spection by the Defense comp- 
troller last week. Next step is 
the Budget Bureau; then they go 
to the Senate pay group, headed 
by Sen. John Stennis (D., Miss.). 

Informed sources said the an- 
swers, as now drafted, support the 
Cordiner package, first with modi- 
fications as to timing. This means 
Defense would phase persons into 
the generally higher Cordiner pay 
scales on a slower basis than Cordi- 
ner recommended. The idea here, 
of course, is to save dollars. 

Defense would also incorporate 
certain of Cordiner’s “manage- 
ment” ideas into the pay bill the 
Stennis group is studying. An ex- 
ample is Regular officer “hump” 
legislation (forced early retire- 
ment). This would merely merge 
the Navy’s hump bill and the AF’s 
hump proposal.

ons. 

In DA Message 563601, the Army 
pointed out that PCS moves re- 
quired by the RIF program and a. 
readjustment of assignments to 
fill vacancies created by RIF’s, a 
shortage of $40 million in PCS 
funds is threatened. It wants to re- 
duce the demand for PCS funds 
below this threatened deficit and 
even save money, if possible. 

- * » 

THE ARMY also told oversea 
commanders that they would give 
mandatory extensions to individ- 
uals returning from overseas with 
more than 90 days and less than six 
months remaining to serve before 
their release dates. These manda- 
tory extensions should be no great- 
er than needed to assure that on ar- 
rival at the ZI port, individuals 
have less than 90 days to serve. 

This will permit the Army to 
limit PCS moves of such men to 
one—from the port home—instead 
of two. Present policy would send 
such men with more than 90 days 
to serve assigned on a PCS basis to 
a post, where they would serve for 
the rest of their tour or enlistment, 
then be given a second PCS home. 

This policy appears as changes 
3 to AR 612-50.

they are to limit to 15 percent of 
their total strength the number of 
individuals drawing proficiency 
pay. For an Army of 800,000 en- 
listed strength (the number now 
programmed for June 30, 1958), 
this means that 120,000 individuals 
may draw pro pay. 

Since Defense has ordered the 
program to go into effect over a 
four-year period, 30,000 individuals 
a year will be added to the pro 
pay rolls, plus whatever number 
leave or are withdrawn from jobs 
in which they can get pro pay each 
year. (Of course, if the Army is 
cut further, this number will also 
be reduced until it is 15 percent 
of the new strength figure.) 

” . « 


IN PUTTING the program into 
effect, Army plans now call for pro 
pay to go first to those individuals 
who hold jobs identified as war- 
ranting a two-grade pay increase. 
Only exception to this is that some 
critical specialists and NCOs in 
grade E-6 who can only get a sin- 
gle pro pay raise will get their 
single raise. 

Reason for giving the pro pay 
increase to the two-pay step job- 
holders first is the philosophy be- 
hind proficiency pay. 

This holds that proficiency pay 
is needed to keep highly skilled 
“hard skill” individuals in serv- 
ice. These jobs in which the 
greatest skill is needed and which 
are the hardest to fill will be the 
ones for which a two-grade raise 
is authorized. 

The Defense order requires a 
man to have held his grade— 
either E4 or higher or E-3 with 
more than 24 months service—for 





six months before he can be given 





a pro pay raise. This applies to a 
pro pay as well as an NCO or Spe- 
cialist grade. 

Thus men in two-pro pay jobs 
after getting the first raise must 
wait six months before getting the 
second. 

E-6’s in jobs which are consid- 
ered as critical as those held by 
men in lower grades for which two 
grade pro pay raises are author- 
ized will get their one-grade in- 
crease along with those who can 
look forward in six months to a 
second raise. 

After the two-grade pro pay in- 
creases have been made, the Army 
will begin on the one-grade pro- 
gram. 

” ° 

MEANWHILE, here are addi- 
tional details of the pro pay pro- 
gram as announced by the De- 
fense Department in Defense Di- 
rective Number 1340.2: 

Proficiency pay authorizes the 
man who gets a raise to all the pay 
and allowances of the higher grade 
but not to the military rank, prece- 
dence, or privileges. 

Reservists on active duty for 
more than 30 days can get such 
pay, 

Pro pay will not be denied as 
punishment. 

Pro pay won’t be carried along 
to a new job by men who have 
been given it for a different skill 
unless they demonstrate the ne- 
cessary skill to requalify in the 
new job and the new job is ap- 
proved for pro pay. 

On promotion, men will lose pro 
pay. But it can be immediately 
given back to them so that they 
will not lose pay on being promot- 
ed 


Pro pay will be carried over into 
retirement. 

Pro pay will not be paid during 
time of war or national emergency. 





Guard to Learn Nike Work 


WASHINGTON. — Active Army 
Nike Air Defense batteries will 
help train members of 101 National 
Guard gun batteries to the use of 
missiles, the Army said this week. 

The 101 gun batteries manned 
by Guard units in 10 states and the 
District of Columbia are being re- 
tired immediately. 

Maj. Gen. D. W. McGowan, chief 
of the Army Division, National 
Guard Bureau, said that eventual- 
ly, the Guard will man half the 
Nike batteries in the U.S. 

In a pilot operation, one Guard 
battalion—the 720th at Long Beach 
and San Pedro, Calif.—has already 
begun converting. 

Most of the members of the 





Guard AA gun units converting to 
their new missile role will train 
on site and on the job with active 
Army units. But up to 140 mem- 
bers of each guard AA gun bat- 
talion will get additional missile 
training, identical to that given to 
Active Army members, at the 
Army Air Defense Center at Fort 
Bliss, Tex. 


Courses these Guard officers, 
warrant officers and enlisted men 
will get will range from 12 to 57 
weeks in length. 

There are 25 National Guard bat- 
talions involved in the operation. 
Details of the program are still 
being worked out, officials said.

Work Chamois Round-up 


HEIDELBERG, Germany. — 
Twenty-eight servicemen of the 
11th Abn. Div. are playing a major 
role in an animal roundup in Ba- 
varia, which may preserve one of 
the most popular game animals in 
Europe. 

Working with the German gov- 
ernment for the past five weeks on 
“Project Chamois,” the U.S. sol- 
diers, all volunteers, have been 
constructing a fence nearly two 
miles long and 12 feet high around 
a 25-acre inclosure into which 
some of the diseased animals will 
be herded. 

The men have cleared rocks, 
drilled holes and transported steel 
posts for the fence in the rugged 
terrain of the Eastern Alps. An 
H-34 helicopter was also employed 
to haul the fence posts, cement 
and wire. 

They put up 700 steel posts and 
anchored them deeply in shale and 
rock to resist the pressure of heavy 
snow and prevent escape of the 
captured chamois. 

Participation of the 11th Abn. 
soldiers was authorized by Maj. 
Gen. Hugh P. Harris, division com- 
mander. 

Lt. William H. Linder, 127th 
Engr. Bn., is commanding the 
troop operation. ““My men have en- 
joyed living in the mountains and 
doing something for game conser- 
vation. Project Chamois has been 
hard work, but it also was good 
practice and has improved our 


physical condition,” he said 
*” Ld ~~ 
THE DISEASE, chamois mange, | 
spread to the Eastern Bavarian 
Alps from the Austrian Alps after 
War II. It has since spread further 


west in Southern Germany. 

The mange is caused by a tiny 
parasite which burrows into the 
animal’s skin causing intense irri- 
tation, infection, blindness and 
finally death. Scientists have been 
able to find out little about the 
mite and the reaction of the ani- 
mals to treatment. This is the first 
attempt to roundup the animals. 


Once the corral is completed, three 
German officials will study the 
chamois’ reaction to the disease 
and the treatment.

The principal mission of the post 
is to serve as a training ground 
for future Infantry leaders.

They are the Infantry School's 
Combat Developments Office and 
Airborne-Air Mobility Depart- 
ment, and the Continental Army 
Command’s Infantry Board and 
Infantry Human Research Unit.

ULTIMATE AIM of the Combat 
Developments Office is to increase 
the effectiveness of the Army in 
the field. Through research, de- 
velopment and early integration 
into units in the field of new In- 
fantry doctrine, organization and 
material, the maximum combat ef- 
fectiveness is obtained with the 
minimum expenditure of men, 
money and materials. 


While the office does not actual- 
ly test new equipment for the In- 
fantry, it does act as a consultant 
to the technical agencies and test 
units of the Army during all phases 
of their development work. 

New equipment suitable for use 
by the Infantry, such as the helmet 
mounted radio, lightweight rifles 
and armored troop carriers, is care- 
fully monitored and evaluated by 
the Combat Developments Office 
throughout the development pro- 
cess. In addition, this office has 
contributed to the Army-wide 
study of the Pentomic concept and 
new tactical and logistical doc- 
trine for Infantry units in atomic 
warfare.

THE AIRBORNE-AIR Mobility 
Department is continually testing 
and evaluating new concepts which 
will enable the airborne Infantry 
to exploit the speed, range and 
flexibility of air transport on the 
battlefield of the future.

line the character of the German 
economy and responsibilities of the 
American forces which will affect 
the Gyroscope move of the division 
to Germany next spring. 

“The impending tour in Ger- 
many,” Gen. Lindquist told the 
assemblage at Benning, “will prove 
very interesting to each and every 
one of you here today. We are 
going to a highly desirable loca- 
tion.” A succeeding two-hour pres- 
entation by Col. Elias C. Town- 
send and experts of his 15-man 
study group described the findings 
of the group, which spent three 
weeks in West Germany during 
September. 

Covering a broad range of sub- 
jects, from German-American rela- 
tions to dependent school facilities, 
the study panel diseussion was de- 
signed to assist personnel of the 
3d Division in their adjustment to 
future residence and duty in the 
NATO country. 

Noting that the 3d Div. will be 
stationed in eight major cities and 
towns in the Main River Valley 
area, Maj. Gene A. Walters said 
that the “Marne” Div. Hq. will 
be located in Wurzburg. The next 
higher command, Fifth Corps, will 
be in Frankfurt, which is also the 
headquarters for the Northern 
Area Command, charged with the 
responsibility for Army-civilian co- 
ordination in the locations to be 
oceupied by the 3d Division. “Con- 
stant combat readiness, with em- 
phasis on day and night tactical 
training, is the-primary mission,” 
said Maj. Walters.

An angel apparently is some- 
thing that doesn’t exist in solid 
substance. A radar set may be 
pointing toward an empty blue sky 
when suddenly the angel appears 
on the screen.

SOMETIMES the angel moves on 
the radar screen, Often she is sta- 
tionary, growing in intensity and 
then fading. Her size and shape 
vary from lines to a series of dots 

Scientists. have advanced many 
theories about radar angels, but 
most of them have been disproved 

One theory was that an angel is 
a swarm of insects invisible to 
the eye at high altitudes. This was 
chased down and ruled out. 

Beyers thinks that angels are 
caused by refraction in the earth’s 
atmosphere. 

The air that blankets the globe 
acts like a pane of imperfect glass 
to bend and distort optical and 
electronic impulses that pass 
through it.

A Long PW Story 


THE PRISONERS OF COMBINE 
D, by Len Giovannitti. Holt & Co., 
N.Y. 541 pages. $4.95. 


prisoners of compound D 
were six Americans in a Ger- 
man prisoner-of-war camp during 
World War II. Through their close 
association, there emerged a team 
spirit which was stronger and more 
stubborn than the spirit of any one 
of them. 

The prisOners were the kriegies, 
and their enemies—the German 
guards—were goons. The war be- 
tween kriegies and goons lasted un- 
til American tanks and troops actu- 
ally drove in to the PW compound. 
Throughout this constricted war, 
we are shown a cross section of 
Americans—the selfish ones and 
the self-sacrificing ones, the cow- 
ards and the brave men who crack 
up under the starvation, uncertain- 
ties and cold. And we see several 
kinds of German guards—the sa- 
distic Popeye who really wanted to 
die for the Fuehrer, the apple- 
cheeked kids who enjoyed shoot- 
ing a man in cold blood, and the 
fair-minded sergeant who became 
a buddy to the Americans when 
he realized who was going to win 
the war. 

This all-male novel is a straight- 
forward account of PW life. There 
is little humor to brighten the dull 
lives of the prisoners and, unfortu- 
nately, of the reader. The story 
would have been considerably im- 
proved if an editor had deleted at 
least a quarter of the repetitious 
dialogue. This, undoubtedly, is 
what PW life was like, but not 
many readers are going to wade 
through this lengthy account of it.

News On the Bias 


SLANTED NEWS, by Arthur 
Rowse. Beacon Press, Boston. 139 
pages. $3.95,

SUB-TITLED “A Case Study of 
the Nixon and Stevenson Fund 
Stories,” this slim book is one that 
every newspaperman and every 
newspaper reader in the nation 
ought to read. 

Written by a copy reader on a 
Boston daily, it proves what all 
thinking people have long known: 
newspapers Republican or Demo- 
cratic on the editorial page are 
almost without exception Republi- 
can or Democratic, as the case may 
be, on the front page. On the basis 
of the 1952 editorial endorsements 
of candidates, this means that 80 
percent of the nation’s newspaper 
readers get not only editorials, but 
news, with a Republican slant. 

The author wisely is not so 
foolish as to judge political cov- 
erage by “column inches,” as was 
done in another book by journal- 
ism schvo] statisticians who 
claim their statistics prove the 
press was fair to both parties in 
the ’52 campaign, 

Instead, Rowse studies the way 
in which 21 important American 
newspapers (including 27 percent 
of the nation’s total circulation)

handled two major and politically 
loaded stories which broke during 
the eampaign. 

Rowse measures story content 
and story display with common 
sense. His study is concerned with 
how the stories were played, paper 
by paper; meaning whether they 
were given front page space, if so 
how much, and what the “tone” of 
the stories were. 

With pictures of front pages to 
back up his thesis, Rowse shows 
that although the Nixon story 
broke on Thursday in time for the 
afternoon papers many of the Re- 
publican papers were reluctant to 
give the story more than token 
display even on the second and 
third day after it became news. 
Rowse suggests that such “news 
judgment” is a good deal more than 
that. 

As the author summarizes on 
another count: “Many of the first 
Nixon-fund stories showed favori- 
tism in the wording and arrange- 
ment of the items in the story. 
Some were so weighted down by 
explanatory and laudatory state- 
ments from the Republicans that 
almost no mention was made of the 
original revelations or reactions of 
Democrats .. . The result was that 
readers of some papers got such a 
one-sided picture from the first 
few stories that they might have 
wondered what all the defensive 
statements were about.” 

Only one of the 31 important 
papers studied, Republican or 
Democratic, comes off well in this 
study, The New York Times. Al- 
though editorially Republican, The 
Times showed a high degree of ob- 
jectivity in its handling of both 
the Nixon and Stevenson fund 
stories.

Two of the solos rate special men- 
tion: Jimmy Cleveland’s swinging 
trombone on “Jubilation T. Corne- 
pone” and a wonderful, building 
tenor sax solo by Zoot Sims on 
a moderately bouncy “I’ve Grown 
Accustomed to Her Face.”

Construction 
Of Homes 
Under Study 


WASHINGTON. — Several prob- 
lems affecting owners of new homes 
will be lessened as a result of re- 
search studies undertaken by the 
government to improve home con- 
struction standards and techniques. 

The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration has just entered into a con- 
tract with the National Academy 
of Sciences calling upon the Build- 
ing Research Advisory Board of 
the Academy to delve into six tech- 
nical studies for the betterment 
of residential construction and re- 
duction of the cost of home owner- 
ship. 

According to FHA Commission- 
er Norman P, Mason, the contract 
calls for the Building Research 
Advisory Board to conduct the six 
studies during the year ending 
September 30, 1958. 

At their conclusion, the Board 
will offer advice and make recom- 
mendations to guide FHA in estab- 
lishing criteria for its minimum 
property standards. These stand- 
ards, now undergoing revision, 
must be met before a newly built 
home may qualify as security for 
an FHA-insured mortgage loan. 

Under the contract, the advisory 
services of the Building Research 
Advisory Board (BRAB) will re- 
quire selected committees of the 
Board to study and report on the 
following subjects: 

The amount of preservatively 
treated lumber necessary for ef- 
fective termite control 

The properties of materials used 
in warm air heating and air con- 
ditioning ducts 

Acceptability of materials used 
in house sewer pipe construction 

Effectiveness of concrete water- 
proofing agents in slab-on-ground 
construction 

The need for a moisture barrier 
in slab-on-ground construction. 

Structural problems and stand- 


ards for soundness in_ silab-on- 
ground construction 
BRAB is a 30-man unit of the 


National Academy of Sciences. The 
Academy is a private non-profit or- 
ganization chartered by Congress 
in 1863. BRAB offers advisory serv- 
ices upon request to government 
and industry in the many fields of 
building technology.

Impact Damage Cut 


OAKLAND, Calif. — Aluminum 
honeycomb cores form good mate- 
rial for impact energy absorption, 
according to research results made 
public by Hexcel Products Inc., a 
principal manufacturer of honey- 
comb materials. 

Extensive tests by defense agen- 
cies, correlated by work in Hex- 
cel’s laboratories, have established 
that Hexcel core collapses under 
impact loads in an accordign fash- 
ion. And while it collapses, it ab- 
sorbs impact energy at a nearly 
constant rate. 

This makes the honeycomb struc- 
ture an almost ideal material for 
reducing damage due to impact 
forces. 

Hexcel research engineers have 
found that by densifying the hon- 
eycomb core cells with a foamed 
plastic, they can increase the 
stress-to-strain ratio.

Essentially, Miss Szasz believes 
wholeheartedly in “taking your cue 
from the children and not forcing 
them to follow your demands.”

‘F’ for Fraction 


“Want to stir up a good argu- 
ment among your readers?” asks 
a master sergeant who wants 
his name withheld. Try this: 
“All photographers know that if 
you divide the focal length of 
your lens by the effective diam- 
eter you get the ‘F’ number. 
Ask what the ‘F’ stands for and 
not one in a thousand will 
know.” 

We won’t keep our readers in 
suspense. The “F,” usually 
written lower case, stands for 
fraction NOT Focal — as one 
might guess. Thus, f/4 means 
the diameter of the diaphragm 
opening so designated is “th 
of the focal length of the lens. 

That is, for a 50mm lens, the 
opening at f/4 would be exactly 
12.5mm in diameter. This is the 
reason you will find the wide 
aperatures of many lenses 
marked, say, 1:3.5, which is more 
explicit than f/3.5.

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TC Completes Tough 
Arctic Landing Job 


PEPPERRELL AFB, St. John’s, Nfld.—One of the most 
difficult and hazardous operations of the current shipping 
season has been completed by the Transportation Corps’ Sub- 
Terminal BAFOX at Cape Dyer along the western coast of 





Baffin Island in the Arctic. 
Troops from the Transportation 


Terminal Command (7278) located 
here, and the Transportation Train- 
ing Command at Fort Eustis, Va, 
are currently operating with Navy 
elements as a joint task group in 
the far north area for the resupply 
of sites of the Distant Early Warn- 
ing line system of radar stations 
across the top of the North Amer- 
ican continent. 

Constant rain harassed the opera- 
lion and washed away beach ap- 
proaches and roadways leaving 
large boulders and a sea of mud 
to impede the progress of the 
stevedore-soldiers: in their across- 
the-beach delivery of cargo and 
petroleum products. 

The troops were further limited

SAIGON, Vietnam.—When six Vietnamese soldiers,

The family units now under con- 
struction are in the vicinity of a 
new division size troop housing 
project which is well underway 
and is adjacent to a new 128 unit 
family housing project just com- 
pleted. 

Immediately upon the conclu- 
sion of ground-breaking cere- 
monies, heavy earth moving ma- 
chines of the contractor’s started 
cutting the sod for the first build- 
ings.

New Efficiency 
Rating System 


EUROPE: The article carried in 
your Sept. 21 issue entitled “Effi- 
ciency System Is ‘Corrosive’” and 
signed by Lt. Col., RA, struck a 
responsive chord. Only last week, 
I was discussing this same prob- 
lem with another professional man 
who is, himself, an RA officer. 

The Civil Service rating system, 
as such, was not discussed; but 
the three-rating system was advo- 
cated by this career military man. 
Basing his suggestion on the well- 
known bell-shaped curve, he sug- 
gested that it should be obvious 
that 85% of the officers are not 
outstanding in either respect— 
good or bad. These should be con- 
sidered satisfactory and allowed 
to continue their jobs unmolested 
and unharassed. The remaining 
15%, he suggested, should have 
the benefit of a board of officers. 

In the case of those whose per- 
formance was adjudged by some 
fellow officer to be sub-standard, 





a formal charge sheet should be} 
prepared and the man so charged | 
should be given opportunity to de- | 
fend himself before a reviewing 
board. 

Likewise, before any flowery | 
commendations were handed out, 
the prospective awarder of these 
should defend his decision before 
a board of officers. This latter 
would forestall any more of the 
indiscrimate awarding of Bronze 
Stars or similar recognition for | 
the mere routine performance of 
normal duty, as has sometimes hap-

Points Clarified 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala.: “Should I 
Elect Survivors Benefits for Re- 
tirement,” by Col. John A. Gavin, 
in the September 28 issue was very 
good and to. the point. However, a 
few points were overlooked that I 
feel everyone should know. 

In discussing the “cost” factor 
it should have been pointed out 
that inasmuch as these payments 
are not tax deductible, the actual 
cost is raised 20% — except for 
those who have been retired for 
physical disability. 

Again, a clarification should have 
been made on what constitutes re- 
duced retired pay, inasmuch as 
this is the figure that the survivors 
will receive the “percentage” on. 

A further clarification should 
have been made on whether sur- 
vivors must compute income from 
the Uniform Services Contingency 
Act in determining tota] income to 
receive benefits from the Surviv- 
ors Benefits Act of 1956, provided 
the member dies from a service- 
connected disability after he has 
been retired. 

The colonel’s article was excel- 
lent and I would appreciate more 
items of this nature.

Bliss Nike Unit Scores 
A ‘First’ at Atom Test 


FORT BLISS, Tex.—The 495th 
AAA Missile Bn., Ist GM Brigade, 
chalked up another “first” when 
D Btry. of the unit wound up a 
three-month stint at the atomic 
test site, Desert Rock, Nevada, last 
month. 

D Biry. now has the distinction 
of being the first Nike guided mis- 
sile unit to undergo tests under 
A-bomb conditions. The battery 
performed various missions to pro- 
vide data for the Army Air De- 
fense Board, Continental ‘ Army 
Command, 

The battery faced the first of 
some 15 ‘atomic bomb explosions 
with some apprehension, swelter- 
ing in the 115 degree June heat at 
the vast wastelands of the test site. 

“That first blast hit us like a 
freight train,” said 2d Lt. Carey 
Joiner, battery executive officer. 
“Man, we had to dig into that solid 
rock desert floor with air compres- 
sors and drive stakes to make sure 
the vans wouldn’t topple over.” 

Joiner added that the explosions 
became everyday occurrences after 
a while and were taken in. stride 
by the men. 


It was plenty of hard work 





and new problems to face and 
solve for this first Nike unit in 
the atomic age. 

The unit kept moving its equip 
ment from one vantage point to 
another to compile data necessary 
for the board. The dust-caked

Use of multiple first day cities 
on the recent LaFayette stamp 
brought some complaints from col- 
lectors. There are likely to be 
further complaints over use of two 
first day cities on the wildlife is- 
sue. 

Post Office feeling on the mat- 
ter is that the number ‘of first 
day cities should be determined 
by the circumstances surrounding 
the issue and a separate ruling be 
made in each case. 

The use of more than one first 
day city is not a new practice. It 
is, however, one that has not been 
used in recent years. 

In 1944 the stamp saluting the 
motion picture industry was re- 
leased simultaneously in New York 
and Los Angeles. The Oregon Ter- 
ritory issue of 1936 had five first 
day cities. 

While collectors may not be too 
happy with having multiple first 
day cities, there must be joy in the 
finance section of the Post Office.

ed by waterfowl. 

The Fish and Wildlife Service, 
in announcing the new restriction, 
makes. it clear that the regulation 
doesn’t apply in the case of grain 
crops properly shocked on the field 
where grown. 

This is the only change this year 
in the anti-baiting regulation.
